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which I reccivod from the Netherlands vital statistics bureau, from 1914 

to 1918, there was a decrease of perhaps one half, and in the year of my 
administration, up until 1944, tho increase of population rose from 20 per 
thousand to 25 per thousande That is about a one-fourth increaso.

Q Did you know a man named General Vuff? 
A Yes, very well indeed, 
Q You were in the habit of telling him everything that went on in the 


Ministerial Consulate of Austria, were you not?

Q Do you know Stephen Tauschitz, the Austrian Ambassador to Germany? 
A Not him either. we spoke together perhaps, but I did not let 


myself be used as an informer. 


Q Ihen what did you think you were being brought to Berlin for by 


Buerckel from Stuttzart? 


A I cannot quite follow you, I am sorry. 
Q ‘hat did you understand was the purpose of your trip, when you were 
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being brought from Stuttgart to Berlin in 1938, when Hitler wanted to see you? 
A I did not go from Stuttgart, but rather from the Pfalz. Hitler had 
had me advised to come zt all costs. I considered tnis metter and accepted, 
for at all costs, I wanted to find out what this was all aboute 
Q I wanted to know what you thought was the purpose of your trip when 
you left, from wherever it was that you left, to go to Berlin. Thats alle 


A My intention was to comply with Hitler's invitation adn to seo 


just what was taking place in berlin. 


Q You told the Tribunal that you were interested only in a peaceful 
solution of the question. Surely, when you got the false telegram and the 


draft of the radio speech for SeysseInquart, you certainly didn't think you 
were proceeding in a peaceful manncr insofar as Austria was concerned, were 
you? 

A From these three things, I had the absolute impression that if 
Schusnigg were to recall and not hold the plebiscite, then a peaceful 
solution would stiil be possible. 

Q And what do you suppose you were going to do with the false telegra 
which asked Hitler for a warning. You knew that this was a complete fraud, 
an obvious fraud. Why did you consent to carry this back to Austria? 

A I did not carry it along and there was a difference of opinion 
between myself and Fieldmarshal YVoering. I did not take it along. It wa 
given to à courier. 

Q You told us, we have your notos here, in which you said you did 
carry it along, 

A No, never did I say thate It would be ag-inst reality and truth. 
I never put down, in a note, or say that I took any of these turee things 
along personally, but I emphacized that the courier did that, mà I should 
like to call your attention to the fact that according to the agreement, 
Seyss-Inquart had tho right to deal with the Reich agency in the Reich. 

4 Well, in any event, you knew that the telegram was a falsehood 


didn't you? Whether you carried it or Globoenik did, it wasn't true, was it? 


A I beg your pardon, I had nothing whatever to do with this telegram 
and later on, I asked Seyss-Inqusrt whether this telegram had been sent off 


and he said no, it had never been sent. I have already said that all three 
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documents wore not used here in Austrias
